“We want to be using some more 
Russian methods, resolutions don't 
get us anywhere However, things 
are moving rapidly. The unemployed 
are increasing, and the situation will 
be getting acute when the farmers are 
unable to sell their grain this coming 
fall. . Now that there are, or will 
be, about half a million more sol- 
diers to provide work for, they will be 
up against it. The remedy we all 
know, to capture the reins of govern- 
ment, ete, but how? Certainly not 
by ballot. The only way we will ever 
get anywhere is by the use of force. 
The time is coming when there will be 
riots and petty little revolutions here 
and there all over the country. That 
proposed demonstration in Toronto of 
10,000 employed is but a starter, 
There is no telling what may come 
out of it, but I think if those things 
could be organized to start in every 
town, city and village at one time, 
with a definite object in view, we 
would arrive all right. I am, yours 


for the revolution. (signed) Tom 
Beattie.”

letter was addressed, was introduced 
in many letters passing between them 
relating to the distribution of what 
the letters termed “red propaganda.” 

A letter read was from R. B. Rus- 
sell to J. R, Knight, dated January 3, 
1919, in which he said:

Some interesting statistics have just 
been presented by an official report 
from the English aerial authorities 
showing the development of aviation 
during the war period. At the out- 
break the army had 179 machines, and 
all pilots and machines available for 
service overseas, to the number of 
fifty-nine airplanes, flew to France on 
August 13, 1914. On the day the arm- 
istice was signed the government pos- 
sessed 26,685 flying machines. 


“SOWING THE SEEDS OF 
ANOTHER WAR" 
New York Tribune. 

The Chinese side of the Shantung 
dispute was presented a few days ago 
by C. C. Wu, son of the former Chi- 
nese Minister to Washington, Dr. Wu 
Ting-fang, at a luncheon at the Law- 
yers’ Club, at which Mr. Wu was. the 
guest of the China Society of Ameri- 
ca. He was seconded by T. H. Hsu, 
president of the Shantung Assembly 
and special delegate to the peace con- 
ference from that province, and by 
Dr. F. H. Kung, another representa- 
tive of Shantung, who is a descendant 
of Confucius in the seventy-fifth gen- 
eration. 

They declared that the peace con- 
ferencé had given to Japan in Shan- 
tung not German territory, but Chi- 
nese territory, the Chinese-German 
treaty by which Germany secured 
rights there having been abrogated 
when China declared war against 
They declared that 
while Japan said it did not want all 
of Shantung, it wanted that part 
which would give it control of the 
entire province. They declared that 
this meant not peace but war, 
Dr. Kung ended the addresses with a 
quotation from-+his revered ancestor: 

“A state may exist without revenue 
and without armies, but it cannot 
exist without good faith.” 

Mr. Wu, whose address was the 
summar- 
ized the events leading up to Japan's 
demand for Shantung, relating the 
circumstances under which Germany 
obtained its lease “at the point of the 
bayonet” and saying that in 1914 
China offered to join the Allies and 
take Kiao-chau. The offer was re- 
fused, he said, and Japan with British 
help took the place, 

“At the beginning of 1919," he said, 
“a commission wae sent to Paris to 
ask that the German rights in Shan- 
tung be given to China. The principal 
reasons were legal and moral. In the 
first place, to go back a little, you 
Americans were responsible for in- 
ducing us first to break off relations 
with Germany, and secondly in the 
declaration of war. 

“The American government sent a 
circular note to all neutrals in order 
to show the world-wide moral disap- 
China 
was the first to respond to the note 
and the first of the neutral powers to 
take steps to follow the United States 
in rupturing relations with Germany 
and finally declaring war against the 
Germans. 

“The Chinese declaration of war, in 
accordance with the established prin- 
ciples of international law, abrogated 
all treaties existing betweén China 
and Germany. To go no further afield, 
your American government took just 
the same steps. This ended all poli- 
tical and economic agreements. This 
is very important to the Chinese case. 

“I may say this declaration was 
duly notified not only to Germany, but 
to all the Allied and associated pow- 
ers, including the United States and 
Japan. China received warm replies 
congratulating her and acknowledg- 
ing the action taken. Therefore it is 
not too much to say that in conse- 
quence all recognized the abrogation 
of the treaties with Germany. 

“Now this has an important rela- 
tion to the Paris Conference. Because 
of the abrogation, therefore the righte 
granted to Germany become null and 
void; 
Jermany the grantee, the vested 
rights returned to China in 1917. 

Would Control Shantung 

“T have heard it said that Japan 
does not want all of Shantung, only 
some 200 square miles. This sounds 
well to the ear, as the settlement is 
supposed to return all the political 
rights, Japan keeping only the eco- 
nomic ones. We must remember this 
in the Far East: the political rights 
follow economic privileges.” 

Mr. Hsu related how he had been 
sent to Paris to protest against the 
gift of Shantung to Japan, “a prov- 
ince which is larger than Massachu- 
setts, Conecticut, New York and New 
Jereey combined, with a population 
of about 40,000,000."

Ottawa, July 31—The wheat pur- 
chasing board will be known as the 
Canadian wheat board. Under the) 
order-in-council creating it, the board, | 
in addition to purchasing and eelling 
powers has authority: 

(1)—To fix maximum prices or) 
margin of profit at which flour and) 
other products made from wheat de- 
livered to millers may be sold, and to 
fix standards of quality of #uch flour. 

(2)—To purchase flour from millers 
at prices to be fixed by the board, and 
to sell same in Canada or in other 
countries. 

(3)—To take possession of and to 
sell and deliver to millers or to pur- 
chase in other countries, wheat stored 
in any elevator, warehouse or on rall- 
way cars or Canadian boats, and to 
deal with the same as to payment of 
advance and otherwise in the same 
way as if it had been otherwise deliv- 


into and out of or through any ele- 
vator and to or. from any car or boat. 

(4)—To control by license or other- 
wise, the export and sale of flour out 
of Canada. 

(6)—For the purpose of performing 
its duties under this order to allocate 
Canadian lake tonnage and to distri- 
bute cars for rail shipments. 

Authority is given to make advance 
payments according to a schedule to 
be prepared by the board and approv- 
ed by the government-in-council, 

Provision is made, too for the issue 
of participation certificates, and in re- 
gard to payment in full the order-in- 
council reads:-—— 

“As soon as the board has received 
payment in full for all wheat delivered 
to the board there shall be deducted 
in full all money disbursed by or on 
behalf of the board for expenses or,
